Pope and 
Bryant gave up the task as hopeless, 
and Longfellow, after devoting weeks 
of labor on the subject, found his own 
great talent entirely Inadequate to the 
tremendous task. Two men alone have 
succeeded In changing the original 
Greek Into hexameter verse In another 
tongue—Vosa, the great German au­ 
thor, and Looney, who, although a 
§ stripling in the Htc-rary world, has 
come out like David and defeated the 
giant that his mighty predecessors 
were unable to overcome. 
Lonney is a man of exceptional abil­ 
ity, not only as a student of Greek, but 
■s a scholar In the l#oade*t sense of 
the word.

lila earliest days the Greek language 
had appealed to him. 
Lnnney's aoccea* came only after pe­ 
riods of depression, discouragement 
and tiring effort In order to get Into 
the spirit of the poem be conceived the 
Idea of committing It to memory before 
he essayed to translate. This was not 
a difficult thing for so expert a stu­ 
dent, and he easily had the first book 
by heart when he started his tremen­ 
dous task. For the first two months 
discouragement stared him In the face. 
He found the English language seem­ 
ingly Inadequate for hexameter trans­ 
lation, and after laboring Incessantly 
on his translation lie found at tba end 
of that time that aeÉrcely twenty Im­ 
perfect lines were the result of all his 
efforts 
This was In the early spring of 1000. 


A little more than a year later, after a 
(tertod of discouragement ami utter de­ 
pression— sfter he had practically giv­ 
en up the work as hopeless—Lonney 
received an 1 imp!ration. A difficult line 
that had bothered him In bis previous 
effort cleared Itself. He hurried to put 
It on paper and, stimulated by success, 
finished the first two books two weeks 
later. The first few lines were correct­ 
ed. and he now had a completed work. 
Ilfs first book starts as follows: 
W rath. 0 raUlofts sing, of Achilles tbs 
seto* of Pshnwf 
, 
W ithering wrnth. which placed unmesa- 
urstl woe on Achiran*. 
Many a stalwart soul It dispatched prema­ 
turely to hade*. 
The difficulty which f«onn©y found In 
his translation was the same that 
Longfellow* had noticed when he mads 
Ids attempt, the* marked difference in 
the number of particles In the English 
and In the Greek and German. The 
mater also presented a hard problem. 
He f 4lowed the original Greek line for 
tine, almost word f*>r word, and In pre- 
sen in if the relativity of the context he 
emphasised I«oth the meaning and the 
beauty of the original. Th© first word 
of his translation, for Instance, corre­ 
sponds exactly to the Greek, while tbs 
whole Has follows the text without the 
slightest deviation. 
After the transition of the first book 
Lonney had little difficulty lu working 
out the succeeding three. 
The cata­ 
logue of the ships, found In the second, 
was postponed until the third and 
fourth were completed, at which time 
the daring young author found little 
difficulty In performing the inoet diffi­ 
cult part of hla taak. The translation 
of the fourth book has Just been com­ 
pleted. 
Twenty are yet to come, but 
Lonney has the matter well In band 
and Is confident that he will succeed In 
completing the translation. 
The beauty of Lonney*a translation 
ties In three' important 'facta—the pree* 
ervatton of the original meter, line for 
Hoe, Its practical litera Illy and the pres­ 
ervation of the Greek spirit produced 
by the perfect imitation of the Greek 
verse. 
What success he has attained 


can best be Judged from hla lines. The 
following selection ia taken from the 
first book, when Nestor Intervenes be­ 
tween Achplee and Agamemnon:

T he m ost recent investigations have 
m ade It certain th a t m alaria depends 
for its transm ission from one Individ­ 
ual to another entirely upon m osqui­ 
toes of the genus anopheles. This has 
been dem onstrated by the checking of 
yellow fever In H av an a as a conse­ 
quence of destroying the breeding 
places of th at species of mosquito. 
In 
A frica the const fever has been check­ 
ed Iii th e sam e way. 
In South O range 
and some other localities individual 
com m unities have spent hundreds of 
dollars in attem pting to abate this nui­ 
sance. 
The success has not been as 
great as It should have been because of 
the lack of the very knowledge this in­ 
vestigation Is Intended to supply. 
“T he second object Includes the rid ­ 
ding of the shore of the salt m arsh 
m osquitoes. These m osquitoes m igrate 
long distances Inland and make m any 
d istricts in the pines uninhabitable 
w here no m osquitoes breed locally. 
Besides th e collectors, civil engineers 
will be kept In the field all the sum m er 
outlining plans for m osquito drainage. 
T h at Is not a plan to drain the m arsh­ 
es, bu t to render them unfit as breed­ 
ing places for th e insects. 
One m an 
will be em ployed studying the natural 
enem ies of the m osquito, such as fish, 
frogs, toads, and the like. Especial a t­ 
tention will be given to the small fish­ 
es, w ith the object of introducing Into 
ponds throughout th e state those crea­ 
tures th a t will n atu rally feed on m os­ 
quito larva?. Some species breed local­ 
ly throughout th e state, and local son- 
diyons will be carefully studied, so 
th at directions m ay be given th at m ay 
be carried out by Individuals and ltx*al 
authorities.”

The professor did not enter a t this 
tim e Into a detailed and concrete e x ­ 
planation of the m ethods th at will 
probably be adopted for the exterm i­ 
nation of the m osquito. These will de­ 
pend very much upon the result of the 
Investigations th a t a re to be prosecut­ 
ed. G enerally speaking, these m ethods 
will com prise the Introduction of larva 
eating fishes into m osquito breeding 
pools, the introduction of the tidal flow 
Into such pools, th e use of petroleum, 
th© dralnag© of m osquito breeding 
m arshes, the grading and leveling of 
regions th a t harbor th e Insect and th e 
rem oval of the shrubbery and grass ] 
th a t afford them coverts. 
The economic effects of suppressing j 
this pest in New Jersey can scarcely 
be estim ated. It w ould mount into th e 
m illions and tens of millions.

The Introduction In the legislatura 
of a bill appropriating $10,000 to the 
New Jersey agricultural experiment 
station to be expended under the di­ 
rection of Professor John B. Smith 
In praufcuting his investigations of 
the New Jersey mosquito probably 
sounds the 'doom of that odious Insect.. 
When asked by the New York Herald 
correspondent at Trenton what he pur­ 
posed to do w ith the $10,000, Professor 
Sm ith, who to the entomologist of the 
New Jersey agricultural experiment 
station, said: 
“There are' two 'points in view—first, 
the sanitary; second, wbat may be call- 
ed the pestiferous. 
There are inauy 
districts in New Jersey where malaria 
is troublesome. One of my plans Is to 
send out a competent physician to map 
out all the m alarial districts in the 
state. 
Following him, 1 w ill send a 
man who w ill make a puysical exam 
(nation of all those place* thus map­ 
ped, with ths view of ascertaining the 
breeding places of the m alarial mos­ 
quitoes. The facts wilt be Immediately 
reported to the board of health of each 
locality and afterward wilt be used In 
tbe general report to the «fate. 
“The Idea here Is to give the local 
board of health the Information they 
need to stamp out tbe disease. 
In a 
general way, It w ill be to apply tbe 
same principles that bare been applied 
by the American officers tn Havana 
and the British School of Tropical 
Medicine in Africa. 
Epidemic mala 
ria can be stamped out entirely, and to 
make plain how this can be done 1s one 
of the objects of thin investigation. 
The moat recent Investigations have 
made It certain that malaria depends 
for Its transmission from one Individ­ 
ual to soother entirely upon mosqui­ 
toes of tbe genus anopheles. This has 
been demonstrated by the checking of 
yellow fever In Havana as a conse­ 
quence of destroying the breeding 
places of that species of mosquito. In 
Africa the coast fever has been check­ 
ed In the same way. In South Orange 
and some other localities Individual 
communities have spent hundreds of 
dollars In attempting to abate this nui­ 
sance. 
The success has not been as 
great as it should have been because of 
the lack of the very knowledge this In­ 
vestigation Is intended to supply. 
‘The second object includes the rid­ 
ding of the shore of the aalt marsh 
mosquitoes. These mosquitoes migrate 
long distances inland and make many 
districts tn th# pines uninhabitable 
where no mosquitoes breed locally. 
Besides the collectors, d vil engineers 
w ill be kept In the field all the summer 
outlining plana for mosquito drainage. 
That la not a plan to drain the marsh­ 
es, but to render them unfit aa breed­ 
ing places for the Insects, 
One man 
w ill ha employed studying the natural 
eoemlca of the mosquito, such as fish, 
frogs, toada, and the like. Especial at­ 
tention w ill be given to tbe small fish­ 
es, with the object of Introducing Into 
ponds throughout tbe state tboee crea­ 
tures that w ill naturally feed on mos­ 
quito lxrva\ Home species breed local­ 
ly throughout ths state, and local eon- 
diQons w ill bo carefully studied, so 
that directions may be given that may 
be carried out by individuals and local 
authorities.” 
The professor did not enter at this 
time Into a detailed and concrete ex­ 
planation of th# methods that w ill 
probably be adopted for tbe extermi­ 
nation of the mosquito. These w ill de­ 
pend very much upon the result of the 
Investigations that are to be prooecut- 
Generally speaking, these methods 
w ill comprise the Introduction of larva 
eating fishes into mosquito breeding 
pools, the Introduction of the tidal flotr 
into such pools, the use of petroleum, 
th# drainage of mooqulto breeding 
marshes, the grading and leveling of 
regions that harbor the Insect ami the 
removal of tbs shrubbery and grass 
that afford them coverts. 
The economic affects of suppressing 
this peat in New Jersey can scarcely 
intsd.
